If it is, it does -i 
present e few problems I’d rather not share with you how, in order not to color 
anything, to avpid " feedback" . 

■ If Bonaie had so little contact with Oswald, what is the basis of 
his opinions," I don’t think he knew who he was really working for." and "Hewwas 
a very confused young man", Oswald comes in off the street, a total stranger, 
applies for a job, and Ronnie knows all these things from a single, brief 
interview?

If I do, I’ll send copies, he should have them for his 
own protection, for who knows whf t lurks in , the future? Some ere unfaithful. 

Aside from these things, when you get talking to him again, see if ne 
knows anything about Barrie and his friends (like i&srtens) who were also with 
Arcacha and if he remembers any FBI agents attending Frente meetings. 

I would, indeed, be interested In your recent research. Can you indicate 
the subjects? The contents would take much too long, and I’ve little time for ■ 
correspondence right now end for the immediate future. 

It has been a long time since I've heard aiything from anyone in the • - 

Garrison office. I do not even know if tnay . are still active. 

One other thing wasn’t clear. Was it Garrison’s men or the FBI who 
. questioned him extensively about Arcacha? ThafpSarrison would. I’d assume. Ana,, 
by toe way, I agree with him that Arcacha did not send Oswsld to him.
